Convention Are Out- 
lined. 


_ William Randolph Hearst will be indorsed 
by the Illinois democratic state convention 
as its candidate for the presidential nomina- 
tion. That was practically decided at a 
roundup of democrats held at the Sherman 
house yesterday. 

There were present democratic politicians 
‘from the La Salle county, the McLean coun- 
ty, the Peoria county, the Sangamon county, 
and the St. Clair county congressional dis- 
tricts. These are the communities in which 
Hearst has shown some strength, but not 
enough to control. The people present were 
all members of the anti-Hearst faction. 
They came to consult with Roger Sullivan, 
John P. Hopkins, and their friends in the 
state convention. 

The question was whether a fight should 
be made against Hearst or whether the reso- 
lution of indorsement should go through un- 


opposed. The Chicago people settled the 


matter. They represented that they had 
made a practical deal with the Hearst forces 
‘at the democratic primaries in Cook county 
on May 2 and must stand by the bargain. 
The others agreed and so there is now prac- 
tically no opposition’ to the Hearst indorse- 


ment except such as Mayor Harrison and | 
Congressman Williams may be able to make. 


That is not regarded as serious. 
Candidates for National Committee. 


As a candidate for national committeeman 
to oppose Mayor Harrison, Phil Dunlap of 
Jacksonville was talked about. Dunlap is 
the Bryan manager in Illinois, and has had 
charge of the Hearst campaign outside of 
Chicago. \He will represent the real Hearst 
strength beyond what the Hopkins-Sullivan 
people can do for the Hearst indorsement. 
It is possible, however, the majority in the 
convention may divide on this question, and 
neither Harrison nor Dunlap be named as 
national committeeman. The selection lies 
with the delegates to the national conven- 
tion, and, while they will be insturcted for 
Hearst as presidential nominee, they may 
pick out a man not so closely identified with 
either Hurst or Bryan. 

It was figured out yesterday there was no 
chance of Mayor Harrison being the man. 
The estimates made showed ten congression- 
al districts outside of Chicago opposed to 
him and éight in Cook county. The lineup

St. Louis, Mo., June 5.—[Special.]—More 
than 8,000 people, including some women as 
well as boys and men, angered by what they 
considered an imposition on the part of the 
bull fight promoters here, after rioting nearly 
an hour today fired the arena in which the 
bull fight was to have taken place and re- 
duced the structure toashes, Fifteen women 
and more than a score of men and boys were 
injured in the rioting. Manager Tullidge and 
several men were placed under arrest. 

The buildings, which were just completed 
by Rithard Norris and managed by H. A. 
Tullidge, are said to have cost $25,000, and 
consisted of an amphitheater with a seating 
capacity of 7,500, an exact duplicate of the 
famous bull ring in the City of Mexico, outer 
buildings for matadors, picadors, toreadors,

Advertised as Real Thing. 

Although Sheriff E. C. Heneden of St. Louis 
county yesterday declared the bull fight 
would not be permitted. Richard Nor- 
ris, manager of the bull fight, advertised 
that it would take place as scheduled. One 
of his advertisements read: 

“The authorities have determined to do 
their duty and have decided that the fight 
Was not an infringement of the law and con- 
sequently would not be interfered with. We 
have invested $60,000 on these plans and we 
are here to stay during the whole time of the 
fair.” 

As a result 3,000 people paid $1 each ior ad- 
mission at 2:30 this afternoon and waited for 
the bull fighting to begin.

Chicago People in the Wreck. 

The train, a Monon road ‘special of ten 
coaches, left Hammond at 8 a. m. for Indian- 
apolis. More than 100 persons from Chicago 
were on board, and many more from Ham- 
mond and nearby towns. 

Approaching Rossville at 9:45 o’clock and 
while running forty miles an hour, the en- 
gine struck a defective rail on a sharp curve. 
The engine, baggage car, and four coaches 
plunged from the track. The rails and road- 
bed were torn up for 100 feet, the baggage 
coach was thrown, battered and broken, 
across the track, and the engine and four 
coaches stood, partially buried in the road- 
bed, at the side of the rails. While the 
coaches were badly wrenched and twisted, 
they .were not overturned, and to this fact 
many owe their lives.

According to J. A. Hawkins, a Hammond 
attorney, who was on the train, the baggage 
coach, in which a number of persons were 
riding, was the seene of the most narrow 
escape. William Hunt of Hammond was 
sitting on a low béhch near the rear of the 
car when the crashcame. With a splitting 
roar one of the rails which had been torn loose 
from thé track shot up through the floor of 
the car and out at the roof, protruding four 
or five feet from the top. It passed within 
four inches of Hunt’s head and carried his 
hat away with it.

The 
Russians numbered 2,000 men and were com- 
posed of infantry, detachments of cavalry; 
and artillery. They were pressing the Japa- 
nese cavalry when the Japanese assembled 
their entire force and engaged the enemy. 

The Russians drew off gradually, and at 
half paet 5 in the afternoon they retired to 
Telishu. The Japanese suffered four men 
killed and four men wounded in this fighting. 


Jap Outposts Fight Cossacks. 

A report has been received here from Gen.

ISSUES PUT FIRST | 


BY W. BR. HEARST. 
Says Own Candidacy Is Sec- 
ondary to Interests of 

Real Democracy. 


TRUSTS CHIEF PROBLEM. 


Declares Monopoly Drains Coun- 
try of Substance to Own 
Enrichment. 


Philadelphia, Pa:., June The 
question of my nomination for the presidential 
office by the St, Louis convention is to me, as 
well as to the party, one of minor importance 
when compared with the real problems that 
the convention must determine. My own 
candidacy is of no moment, except as it bears 
upon the greater question of whether the 
democratic party shall be dominated by that 
element which does not look beyond the 
offices, or whether what I have been pleased 
to term * progressive democracy’ shali pre~- 
vail.” 

In these words William Randolph Hearst 
discussed today his candidacy for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. It has been 


rumored if Mr. Hearst should not be nominated | 


he would bolt the ticket and platform. An 
editorial in his newspaper on Thursday lent 
color to this, but Mr. Hearst denied emphati- 
cally that the popular construction placed 
upon the editorial was in accord with the 
meaning it was intended to convey and an- 
swered a question relating to his intentions 
about bolting by saying: 
Issues Are What Tell. 

“I am a loyal enough democrat not to have 
to be bribed into supporting the nominees 
and platform of my party. Politicians and 
conventions do not make the issues of a po- 
litical campaign,” said Mr. Hearst. They 
may write the party’s platforms, but issues 
are the things that directly and seriously 
affect the interests of the masses of the peo- 
ple, and these are too frequently ignored by 
both politicians and conventions. The mo- 
ment, I believe, is ripe for the advent of the 
progressive democracy, which shall go to 
the people as a sincere advocate of an honest 
issue, entirely disregarding the things that 
are ordinarily held out as issues. 

‘‘In my opinion the one preponderating 
issue in the campaign this year is that which 
is created by the trusts, which grows out of 
the exactions practiced by those trusts that 
seek to create monopolies in the necessities 


of life, and out of the depredations of the 


purely speculative trusts. — 
Trusts Cause of Our Ills, 


“This question is not one to be lightly re- 
garded, for in these two kinds of trusts is 
found the seat of whatever ills the country 
is suffering from. When they shall have been 
brought under proper regulation and con- 
trol the other problems will right themselves 
naturally, but this question of trusts is one 
the government alone can adequately deal 
with. That it should be dealt with is demon- 
strated in the fact that it touches to im- 
poverish the pocket of every householder in 
the land. 

‘* Monopolies are created only for one pur- 
pose, and that is to prey upon the public. 
They aim to control the sources of produc- 
tion as well as the means of supply, and,in 
doing this, they exact unjust tribute from 
both producer and purchaser. 

“This is notably demonstrated in the case 
of the beef trust, which charges the con- 
sumer more for his supply at the same time 
that it is paying the farmer and cattle 
breeder in the west less than he formerly 
realized for his stock on the hoof. The dou- 
ble profit thus realized is the product of a 
system which permits such organizations to 
practice extortion against the public, 

Reduced Wages Result. 

“ These monopolies do not hesitate, as in 
the case of the steel trust, to*practice other 
exactions by reducing the wages of em- 
ployés, so that» we are confronted by the con- 
dition under whieh the great corporations 
are draining the country of its substance to 
their own enrichment. 

‘“‘In the instance of the speculative trusts 
the situation is even more alarming, for it 
is to this class of corporations that the pres- 
ent business depression and financial strin- 
gency is due. Such trusts are organized pure- 
ly for speculative purposes, the object be- 
ing to induce the public to buy their securi- 
ties at fancy prices. This has been done to 
an enormous extent, and the result is evi- 
dent. | 
“The people have sacrificed their savings 
to these speculative trusts and with their 
store of ready money drained to its lowest 
level they begin again to accumulate by 
profiting. This means that.while they are 
saving they purchase less than formerly. 
The vender is consequently forced to curtail 
his orders upon the, manufacturer, and the 
manufacturer, being confronted with falling 


demand, reduces the number of hours or 


wages of his employés, and general depres- 
sion of business, such as we now’are ex- 
periencing, results.’’

Since the Francis meeting today a story is 
being circulated in political circles that the 
world’s fair president is the object of Mr. 
Sheehan's political solicitude in St. Louis, 
and that he is satisfied that the Missouri 
democrat whose executive abilities overcame 
the seemingly insurmountable difficulties 
connected with the world’s fair would be 
eminently satisfactory to the New York 
democracy. These stories coupling D. R.

The crowning touch of the cherry blos- 
£0m season in Kioto is the Miyako-Odorl, 
or the cherry dance, as it is often called, 
when the most graceful maiko of the school 
of singing and- dancing tread through a 
series of measures to accompaniments played 
and sung by the most accomplished geishas. 
Miyako is one of the many ancient names 
of Kioto, and the M'yako-Odori (Miyako 
cance) is a praise of Kioto, a representation 
ot its most characteristic pleasures and 
scenes interpreted by the corps of dancers 
and singers. | 

The forty.. beautiful young maiko who 
dance and the forty geisha who play and 
sing the accompaniment and explanatory 
verses are dressed in the richest of Kioto 
fabrics,.and the fashions of the season in 
that world are set. by these wonderfully 
trained artists of the Kaburenjo (school for 
singing and dancing), a sort of national 
academy of’ arts, a conservatory, without 
government support, that rules in the world 
of dilettanti pleasures. The maiko trained 
here not only delight Kioto, but, with the 
cachet of this oldest academy of sucial arts, 
are’ in demand in the other great cities and 
centers, and the dances of this cherry blos- 
som season in Miyako will pass on as the 
novelties of the season to other places. 

The neighborhood of the Kaburenjo is de- 
clared. by the strings of red lanterns dec- 
orated with a.row of white dumplings and 
white lanterns with rows of red.dumplings 
round them, the round dumpling filled with 
sweet bean paste being the conventignal 
accompaniment of such festivals and or- 
casions. The bean paste tastes like marron 
giacé, anc in some ingenious form is always 
served one as an-~ accompaniment of the 
formal cup of tea. : 

As a preliminary of the dance the patrons 
of the boxes and expensive chairs are seated 
at tables and served with ceremonial tea by 
the, youngest pupils of the academy—tiny 
mites in the most gorgeously flowered crépe 
gowns, shining obis, and wonderful coiffures. 
With the gravity of soldiers at funeral 
parade these little girls advance, carrying the 
bowl in both hands, place it on the table be- 
fore one, and make the most serious and 
charming bows. 

Other little mechanical dolls come with 
measured steps to present a small plate of 
bean paste dumplings laid on a folded bit of 
white paper. One eats the dumpling with 
the ald of a: bamboo splinter, or-he rolls it. 
in.the paper and puts it in his,sleeve to take 
home, along with the scuvenir blate of coarse 
faience with the same string of dumplings 
dashed on with a heavy black brush. 

The bowl of tea is a frothing mixture of 
powdered green tea, beaten up with boiling 
water, the ceremonial green gruel over whose 
brewing and drinking small parties of accom- 
plished Japanese. people spend long hours, 
every minutest detail of the long ritual of the 
cha no yu ceremony regulated by the codes 
of the two rival schools. 

It is a simple, informal tea ceremony that 
is gone through with at the Kaburenjo, com- 
pared: to the solemn rites of the real thing in 
a little tea’'room in-the seclusion of some 
quiet garden; but the serious, soberly attired 
mistress of_the rites is the professor of that 
finest Japanese social art in the great acad- 
emy of culture, and the cultivated patrons 
watch delightedly.as she wields the imple- 
ments and prepares the foaming cups. The

| CHICAGO’S HEALTH WAS GOOD 


IN MAY, SAYS THE REPORT. 


Deaths Were Nearly 13 Per Cent Below 
_ the Average, According to the De- 


partment’s Weekly Bulletin. 


Chicago’s health was comparatively gooc 
during the month of May, according to the 
weekly bulletin issued by the health depart- 
ment. The 235 deaths reported during the 
last three days of the month made a total of 
2,225 for May, and an annual rate of 13.6 for 
each 1,000 of population, instead of 13.44, as 
anticipated in last week’s bulletin. This still 
is nearly 13 per cent lower than the average 
May mortality, and nearly one-fifth less than 
the mortality of May, 1903. 

The city water has shown a marked-im+ 
provement, although it still contains evi- 
dences._ of sewage contamination in. about 40 
per cent of the samples. Therefore the de- 
partment still advises that the water be 
boiled before using for drinking...
